The Hollywood film studio Warner Brothers is 
going to be in the Hamptons Wednesday filming 
a scene from their new action movie The Big 
Crash at the western terminus of our subway 
system in Center Moriches. The need for the 
scene, which is the noisy climax at the end of 
the movie, was originally meant to be done by 
CGI artists, but North Korean hackers invaded 
the computers of the Pixma Studios in Santa 
Clara, California on Sunday and obliterated the 
entire sequence. As this was now considered 
an emergency, we got the call late that night 
that the producers wanted to do the crash 
scene live underground on our system. We have 
rented them the abandoned subway station in 
Center Moriches, which we currently use as a 
turnaround for trains. Warner Brothers is paying 
us a sum we cannot refuse with the promise that 
afterwards the station will be completely rebuilt 
and restored, and 12 new subway cars provided 
so we Can again use this station by March I. 
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If you would like to be an extra, report to the 
Hampton Clarion Theatre in Hampton Bays 
next Monday at 9 a.m. Six hundred extras are 
needed to be on the Center Moriches platform 
on Wednesday all day as one subway train 
coming in at high speed-crashes into the back 
of another at the station, resulting in the kind 
of chaos and fireball Iam sure you can imagine. 

Residents of East Moriches might be upset 
by all the smoke, fire, tremors and noise as 
the big crash takes place underground there, 
but it’s for a good cause, there is lots of money 
involved and those that complain are being told 
to call the Brookhaven authorities rather than 
the Hampton Subway authorities because East 
Moriches is in Brookhaven Township and, as it 


. turns out, there is uncertainty about whether 


Hamptons Subway platforms underground are 
in Brookhaven’s jurisdiction. We think not. 

The crashes will occur three times at four- 
hour intervals so the film crews can get all the 
camera angles, and this will mean they will need 
200 extras for each crash scene, so there’s lots 
of possibilities of your having your big moment 
in Hollywood. Be sure to bring an official photo 
ID of yourself on either a driver’s license or a 
green card. ae 

Meanwhile, until things are all restored, the 
subway turnaround will take place by doing 
multiple K turns at the Eastport station. This 
will slow things up, but not by much.

VALENTINE’S DAY PROTEST 

On Friday dozens braved the wintry chill to 
gather in Sag Harbor to protest what they called 
“the coercive and deceptive celebration” of St. 
Valentine’s Day. Anti-Valentines activist Tracy 
Lieblos, speaking to the assembled crowd, 
decried “Valentine’s Day’s insidious mixing of 
the religious and the secular that is foisted on 
the most vulnerable population—our children— 
in the tempting guise of friendship, love and 
candy.” Lieblos went on to note the cynical way 
in which “a cartoonish image of a heart, which 
ignores the true nature and function of that 
vital organ,” is exploited to mislead the “weak- 
minded” into accepting a “fantasy of true love 
and monogamous happiness.” Lieblos further 
railed against the popular Valentine’s image 
of Cupid, the plump toddler angel with the 
bow and arrow: “In Cupid, we have the triple 
whammy—a religious symbol represented by 
an overweight child, presumably fattened on 
an atrocious diet of sugary sweets, who uses a 
deadly weapon in a violent act to force unwilling 
partners to submit. Is this what we ought to be 
teaching our children?” Lieblos and her fellow 
activists are advocating substituting their own 


concept, “Building Healthy Relationships Day,” 
in place of St. Valentine’s Day starting in 2016. 


NOISE PROBLEM SETTLED 

Authorities announced this week that they 
have reached a comprehensive agreement to 
deal with noise complaints related to the East 
Hampton Airport. According to spokesman Dean 
Whitaker, the solution “will make use of several 
interrelated strategies for combatting aircraft 
noise in residential communities.” Planes and 
helicopters that used to land will no longer be 
permitted to drop below 3,000 feet._Passengers 
in the aircraft who wish to disembark will be 
allowed to parachute onto a drop-zone on the 
East Hampton Airport’s south side. Luggage 
will be dropped separately. Traffic leaving East 
Hampton Airport will be limited to balloons, 
dirigibles and zeppelins, which, as they employ 
lighter-than-air gasses to aid in flight, use quieter 
motors. “We believe this solution will satisfy all 
parties involved,” remarked Whitaker, “and will 
also make East Hampton Airport the leader in 
safety and comfort.” 


WEATHER CITED 

Police cited the weather this past weekend as 
part of a new crackdown. Citing the weather, 
according to police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
was a necessary step towards getting it to 
change course. “The weather just has to stop,” 
Hirsch stated, “and the sooner the better. It’s 
in the single digits! Have you seen that snow? 
Now we plan to do something about it.” Hirsch 
offered no specifics. ga.

few weeks ago, a big printing company 

m turned out a glossy, full-color, six-page 

brochure in a press run of | million for PSEG 

Long Island, our new power company. This had 

to be a pretty expensive printing job. I ought to 

know. I’ve been in the printing and publishing 
business for more than half a century. 

After the job was done, I imagine the printing 
company had the job trucked to PSEG for their 
approval, after which it got delivered to the post 
office for delivery to every customer of theirs 
on Long Island, which is to say everybody, 
because they are our only power a The 
brochure went out last week. 

I got mine. I suspect you got yours. 

The brochure congratulated us for being so 
happy with their service. 

OUR FIRST YEAR BEGAN WITH PROMISE— 
AND ENDED WITH PROMISES KEPT the brochure 
says, AND OUR CUSTOMERS ARE STARTING TO 
NOTICE. [AND] OUR COMMITMENT TO YOU IN 
2015 AND BEYOND IS EVEN STRONGER. 

Well, their commitment is they want to raise 
their delivery charge by nearly 4% a year for 
three years beginning in 2016. This is well 
above inflation and in the face of oil prices 


going down, it’s a real slap in the face. But hey, 
as they are telling us, we love them. And thank 
you very much. 

“According to J.D. Power, in 2014, PSEG 
LONG ISLAND showed the most improvement 
in overall customer satisfaction of any large 
electric utility, anywhere in the nation,” they 
wrote. 

But did J.D. Power really say that? Turns out a 
close look at the facts tell a somewhat different 
story. Of the 95 power companies surveyed 
in 2014, PSEG-LI ranked 95th. That’s last. On 
a satisfaction survey where 1,000 is perfect, 
94 power companies scored more than 600. 
Only one was under 600. PSEG-LI. And the gap 
between PSEG-LI’s score and the average of all 
the other power company’s scores widened 
during the past two years. PSEG-LI is getting 
further and further behind. 

But PSEG sees things differently. 

Our State AssemblymanFred Thiele sent a 
press release from Albany to his constituents 
here on eastern Long Island to explain how 
PSEG did this little hocus pocus with the J.D. 
Power report. It’s of interest to Albany because 
Albany has to approve of the rate increase. 

Here’s how PSEG did it. In 2012, when LIPA 
was running things out here, LIPA scored 552. 


And the average for all the power companies 
that year was 625. That year, 2012, we had 
Sandy (and Hurricane Irene the year before) 
and the Great Recession. People didn’t like 
much of anything, especially power companies. 

Since then, however, there have been no 
great disasters. So in this year’s survey, now 
with oil prices coming down, the average for 
all the companies is 677. People around the 
country feel a little more kindly toward power 
companies. And now PSEG-LI scores 595. 

Even though the spread between PSEG and 
the average power company widened during 
the last two years, from 73 points behind to 82, 
it’s also true that PSEG-LI’s score went up from 
the earlier survey to this survey by more than 
any other utility. 

Only a company which really wants you to sit 
back and enjoy a whopping 4% delivery charge 
rate increase in your power bill guaranteed 
every year for three years beginning in 2016 
would want you to look at these facts from that 
upside down perspective. 

We're #1. We're #1.

Leaving the airport, we went to a pension 
where, that night, a bomb went off at 3 in the 
morning, destroying part of the building next 
door and scaring the hell out of us. Since then,

hear rebel gunfire. The rebels had surrounded 
the airport. There was now only one safe road 
still held open by government soldiers that a 
cab could take us down to get us out to the city.

It’s a great story. It makes what happened 
worthy of the fear I felt at the time. It’s okay 
that I did this. But with Brian Williams, it is not. 
It’s beneath him, not credible, and a whopper 
told by a man who is only supposed to speak 
the truth. 

So now he’s suspended without pay for. six 
months. Turns out, he thinks he should be 
an entertainer. When NBC was looking for 
a replacement for Jay Leno recently, Brian 
Williams said he’d like to be considered.

Well, he’s an 
entertainer. Or was. And he’s probably not 
coming back.

If I have a show, 
I spend a day or two.

Yeah, it’s Gilled “Down East”—a couple years 
ago I was up there a few different times. It was 
inspired by the shoreline. I used my father as 
the model. 


What’s the medium? 

Egg tempera on gessoed masonite. For the 
egg tempera you have to make your own gesso, 
sand it down, boiling it down. It’s a process. 


Masonite can be heavy. Is this usually your 
preferred medium? 

My more recent work is in oils. But, yes, 
egg tempera had been what I was _ using. 
You have to do it on a very firm ground, 
like masonite. 


So you’ve done a couple Dan’s Papers 
covers before. 

The last time I had one was last April—it was 
a painting in which I used myself as a model. 
This time I used my dad. So that’s kind of funny, 
keeping it family. 


Where did you study? 

I went to Syracuse and then studied privately 
with Burt Silverman. He does mostly portraits 
and figurative work. 


What was it like to study with Burt Silverman? 

It helped out a lot. I learned more working 
for him than the four years at college. Then 
I learned more from just experimenting and 
studying other artists on my own. 


It’s interesting that you put the figure far over 
to the right, as if he’s about to step off the 
picture plane—or as if all that came before 
him in his life occupies the space in the 
center. Is that too far out? 

| kind of had the idea of it being sort of about 
my father, too—him getting up there in age, 
wondering about the future and unknown... 
kind of represented by the shoreline. I don’t 
like talking about my own paintings as much as 
| like to hear other people’s opinions. It tells me 
about how they interpret it. 


How did your personal style evolve? 

Well, with the egg tempera I did my own 
studies of the work of Andrew Wyeth and how 
he handled the medium, and combined that 
with what J learned from Silverman and other 
artists. | guess now my style is still continuously 
evolving. I’m exploring different aspects of 
realism—there’s no set way of doing it. 


What are you currently working on? 

I’ve got one from when I was out at the Planting 
Fields Arboretum in the Oyster Bay area. They 
had great old beech trees. The trunks look like 
they’re melting...the roots spread out. So I used 
that and also added leaves to represent a whirl 
of wind. I’ve also been doing still lifes.

re those corks? Is that a dinosaur? Yes! It’s a 

Winosaur! That’s right. Coffee Pot Cellars in 
Cutchogue has invented a unique way to make its 
mark on the East End.

Writers Conference Celebrates 40 Years

hrough the many versions of the campus 

at Southampton College—from — LIU’s 
undergraduate program to a SUNY campus devoted 
solely to graduate pursuits, one thing has remained 
the same: The Southampton Writers Conference. 
This summer marks the 40th year of the Writers 
Conference, which has grown exponentially from the 
handful of faculty members that started it all. Quietly 
toiling in the rooms of Chancellor’s Hall, the staff of 
the Writers Conference has been consistent in their 
mission: to facilitate the art of storytelling. 

It comes in many forms, from poetry to essay, 
from memoir to children’s books. There are many 
ways to tell a story, and the goal of the Writers 
Conference is to provide an environment that is at 
once nurturing and challenging. To this end, the staff 
decided to make admission into the workshops more 
competitive this year, so that the level of writing that 
will be exchanged will be serious.

“We are able to offer generous scholarships to the 
top writers this year,” said Julie Sheehan, Director 
of the MFA in Creative Writing as well as the Writers 
Conference. “It will allow our own MFA students, the 
ones in their 20s who are working at a bookstore 
and trying to make ends meet, to participate.” The 
scholarship application deadline is March 1. 

In the intimate 12-person workshops, participants 
have trained eyes on their work. Students print out 
about 20 pages of a manuscript they’re working on, 
and everyone in the class reads them and makes 


comments, including the faculty. This opportunity to 
have a renowned writer read your work is precious, 
and it has often resulted in blurbs on the backs of 
book jackets for those who go on to publish work. 

Another new development this year will be the 
five-part lecture series, with award-winning essayist 
and memoirist Roger Rosenblatt. These lectures 
will be open to a much wider audience, so that no 
matter what your level of writing, there’s a way to 
participate. Those who opt for the 12-day residency 
program can attend this lecture series. 

“Anyone who loves writing can participate without 
breaking the bank or being shut out,” says Sheehan. 

When you look back at the list of authors who 
have participated in the Writers Conference over 
the course of the last 40 years, the names are truly 
staggering. Edward Albee, James Baldwin, Betty 
Friedan, John Ashbery and Joyce Carol Oates are 
just a few of the masters who have spent summers 
on campus. So as longtime faculty members like 
Billy Collins and Meg Wolitzer come together with 
newcomers like Pulitzer Prize winner Vijay Seshadri 
this summer, they are in the best of company. 

Still, it’s not for the prestige that the faculty keeps 
coming back. “I know the conference has gotten 
more prestigious or whatever,” begins Melissa Bank, 
who has been teaching at the conference for 12 
years, “but its basic personality hasn’t changed— 
it’s big-hearted and unpretentious, inspiring, and 
incredibly fun.” Bank is the author of The Girl’s Guide 
to Hunting and Fishing and The Wonder Spot. 

When asked what she’s looking forward to most 
about this year’s conference, Sheehan’s voice was 
infused with energy. “Paul Muldoon!” she replied 
quickly of the legendary Irish poet and keynote 
speaker who will kick off the festivities. 

“Last time he was here, [he] threw back his head 
and sang a nursery rhyme in Gaelic that his mom 
used to sing for him,” says Sheehan. “He and Roger 
[Rosenblatt] are going to kick off the whole thing. I 
am looking forward to opening night, and it will bea 
nonstop blast from there!” i. 
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The Southampton Writers Conference will take 
place from July 8-19, with two separate five-day 
intensive workshops. Writers are also invited to 
look into the 12-day residency program, where they 
can stay on campus and enjoy all the offerings— 
readings, lectures, and camaraderie—without 
taking a workshop. The deadline to apply for 
scholarship and receive financial aid is March 1. 
The deadline to apply for a workshop is April 1. 
All others looking to participate in the Southampton 
Writers Conference need to apply by May 1. Head to 
stonybook.edu/southampton for more information.

2015: The Year

his year’s bay scallop season has been amazingly 
abundant. Some say the best in 10 years, some 
say even longer than that. 

The scallops have been especially large, with 
delicate sweet flesh. Many baymen have been 
catching their limit in just a few hours, with some 
fish markets putting out a call for extra shuckers just 
to keep up. 

It is said that, once upon a time, the local bay 
scallops were so plentiful and supported so many 
baymen, that you could walk from boat to boat in just 
about any cove in the Great Peconic Bay. There may 
be the scent of a fish tale in that story but it is true 
that bay scallops have historically had a large role in 
the economy of the East End. 

So why now, this season, have the scallops been 
so numerous? Our waters are under great pressure 
from the nitrogen loading, road run-off and too 
many poorly maintained septic systems, which has 
contributed to the collapse of eelgrass that hosts 
scallops. This year’s harvest seems to run contrary 
to those impediments. So what has happened? 

Many speculate it is about water quality. Billy 
Doroski, manager of The Seafood Shop in Wainscott 
says, “There was a good water quality this year with 
minimum amounts of the brown and red tides.” He 
went on to speculate, “The coolness of the weather 
is probably a part of it. When the water stays cooler, 
it keeps the algae blooms down and it is the algae 
that hurts the scallop population, that and the low

numbers of predators such as crabs and starfish.” 
Doroski went on to say the baymen who supply The 
Seafood Shop are also reporting good spawning and 
that bodes well for next year’s crop. 

Argopecten irradians, our local bay scallops, live 
for a year to 18 months. They are bivalves, meaning 
they have two shells, and they hold those two shells 
together with an abductor muscle, the delicious 
part you eat. They have 18 eyes distributed around 
the ruffled edge of the bill with which they can see 
shadows of the world around them. This is especially 
useful for detecting the presence of predators. 
Perhaps the clarity of the water this year has helped 
to strengthen their population by allowing better 
visibility, and, thus an increased chance to escape 
from predators. 

If you are looking to harvest your own scallops, 
they will most likely be found in the shallow coastal 
waters of bays and estuaries, as they prefer brackish 
water. They love muddy bottoms and eelgrass—so 
when you pull them up they are typically covered 
in mud. There is a little skill needed to shuck 
them. Once you get them open, it’s easy to take 
your thumbnail once around the abductor muscle, 
removing everything but the muscle and there you 
have it, a glistening morsel, a gift from the waters, 
offering the best satisfaction of eating locally. 

If you want to harvest scallops, keep in mind, they 
need to be at least 2 1/4” from the middle of their 
winged hinge to the middle of their bill. Although The 
Seafood Shop reports that volume has begun to slow 
down compared to the beginning of the season, there

are still plenty if you want to brave the winter waters. 
The scallop season begins the first Monday of 
November and continues through to the last day 
in March. There are recreational and commercial 
catch limits. There are harvest area maps certified 
by the New York State Department of Environmental 
Conservation. In addition to state rules, each town 
has rules in order to protect this wonderful resource. 
The answer to the question of why this year’s 
harvest has been so plentiful is probably a 
combination of factors; the cooler waters not being 
favorable to the red and brown tide blooms. Maybe 
the reseeding programs of 2005 and 2006, along with 
efforts to replant eelgrass, are producing results. 
Or, perhaps better management and regulations of 
shell fishing, and maybe even the efforts to curtail 
nitrogen loading and road run-off, have all played a 
part. Whatever the magic combination has been, it 
has been a great bumper crop year for bay scallops— 
enjoy them!

Pamela Glazer Architect: Green Is Beautiful

rchitecture is a field dominated by men. In fact 

Pamela Glazer was one of only six women in 
a class of 121 when she was a student. This makes 
it all the more impressive that Glazer has risen to 
prominence as one of the East End’s most sought- 
after architects, known for her impeccable aesthetic 
with a focus on eco designs. We spoke with Glazer to 
find out more about her background and her earth- 
friendly designs in the Hamptons. 


Tell us a little bit about 
your background—did you 
always have an interest in 
architecture? 
Growing up! was interested 
in studio art, but having a 
practical mother, I had to be 
, employable after graduation. 
| excelled in math so I applied 
&to architecture school. On 
#a school trip to New York, I 
8 fell in love with the city and 
decided to move there after 
graduation. My first housing 
experience was low-income, multi-unit buildings in 
the most impoverished neighborhoods. | think this 
taught me how to understand the absolute essentials 
required to make a home.

Architect Pam Glazer 


What is it about Hamptons architecture that you 
find particularly appealing? 

It’s not a particular architecture in the Hamptons 
that appeals to me, but the special light and views 
that give inspiration to design. There is a unique 
sea-level elevation that projects out into the Atlantic 
Ocean 110 miles and gives us full light from sunrise 
to sunset. Almost every site has a special view to 
focus on, whether it’s a dramatic view of the water, 
a farm field or a neighbor’s 150-year-old tree. It 
inspires great architecture whether it’s classic or 
modern or somewhere in between. 


Do you have an architectural pet peeve? 

My pet peeve is a poorly sited house. | cannot 
stand it when a house does not address the property 
it sits on. So often a house ignores the view, the 
sun and the neighbors. You can always adjust the 
aesthetics of a house, but you can’t move it. The 
most important thing is to orient the house properly. 
Use the sun to gain heat in the winter and design a 
way to shade it in the summer. 


What are your favorite design details? 

I am a bath person, so! like to project the bathtub 
area out past the outside wall so that there is glass 
on three sides of the freestanding tub. It makes the 
most sense when there is a view, and you feel like 
you are bathing outside in the sun or in the snow. 


What’s one thing people who are about to undertake 
a big project should keep in mind? 

People should keep in mind that the house is for 
them and how they live, not how their friends or 
neighbors live. 


What are some of the green architectural elements 
you’re most excited about? 

I love the geo-thermal heating and cooling system. 
The idea of using the constant 55° temperature of the 
earth to heat and cool instead of oil or gas is great. 


What’s your most memorable eco amenity? 

The most memorable amenity would have to be a 
swimming pool system that required no chemicals 
at all. It was the first one on the East Coast. The 
designer of the system came from California to 
build it using ozone and copper. The pool water was 
cleaner than bottled water. 


What are some of your most memorable projects? 
The Cowfish restaurant outside bar on the 

Shinnecock Canal. Designing a “nonbuilding” on 

the water, which has to withstand hurricane winds 


provided a novel situation. There were no walls 
to provide lateral support and the bar needed to 
be locked up and watertight, as well as being fun. 
Also, my own house in Shinnecock Hills. This was 
an opportunity to design in the elements that were 
exciting to me and to incorporate old building parts 
that I have collected over the years. When it was 
finished, it had every feeling I wanted in my home. J&
